Why Do We Have Fire Prevention Week ? 


Because of the Great Chicago Fire, October 8, 1871 
(see Cover), five hundred lives were lost and total property 
damage amounted to over $200,000,000, plus untold 
suffering and hardship to those people fortunate enough to 
save themselves. Such a catastrophe is a blight on the 
history of our country, all because of O’Leary’s cow. But 
O’Leary’s cow has not caused the many conflagrations 


that have taken their toll in life and property since 1871. 
It was the carelessness of an individual or a group of 
individuals, or negligence to take proper precaution against 
the hazard of fire. Fire Prévention Week is a part of the 
program designed to prevent such tragic loss. Fire Pre- 
vention Week is just another attempt to help us protect 
our own and others’ lives and property.

Fire Prevention at Home |

It is very appropriate that once each year we should look around the 
house for those things which may possibly be a fire hazard. This par- 
ticular inspection should cover every possibility from the basement to 
the top of the chimney, inside and outside the building. 

Rubbish is a double fire hazard; it may ignite spontaneously or it 
may serve as fuel for a stray spark. Oily rags should be kept in metal 
containers. Heating systems should be examined for cracks, soot or 
clogging in chimneys and flues. Steam lines should be at least one inch 
away from wood. 


Keep ashes in metal containers; shield fireplaces with screens. Keep 
matches in metal containers and out of children’s reach. Use great care 
with any flammable liquid brought into the home. Do not use flammable 
cleaning fluids. Replace frayed electric cords, and have defective elec- 
trical equipment repaired or taken out of service. Use only proper fuses. 

Be sure lamp shades are a safe distance from electric light bulbs. 
Keep a fire extinguisher handy. 

Take a chance on fire and you always lose. Will yours be one of 
next year’s 10,000 lives lost by fire? 


How to Get Out of a Burning Building 


Always be prepared for fire. 
When entering buildings, choose 
your nearest exit and alternate 
path of escape. Locked or ob- 


structed exits should be reported. Above all, keep calm! 


If fire breaks out and there is 
a panic don’t rush for the main exit, 
keep out of the crowd and attempt 
to find some other means of escape. 


Do not jump from upper-story 
windows except as a last resort. 
Many people have jumped to their 
death even while firemen were 
bringing ludders to rescue them. 


If forced to remain in a smoke- 
filled building, remember that the 
air is usually better near the floor. 
If you must make a dash through 
smoke or flame, hold your breath.

The plug cock is an important part of our spinning 
unit. Through the plug cock goes all the polymer that is 
converted into the yarn we produce. 

The plug cock has always been a source of difficulty 


Abe Eisen, Maintenance Supervisor, presents a double War Effort 
Award to Harold O'Neill for his contribution to our War Effort 
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to the spinning operation—nitrogen leakage was high; 
the barrel became scored and required removal of both 
the plug cock and unit. Harold O’Neill decided that 
maybe he could do something on both of these problems. 


During the charging operation, plug cocks must be 
closed. Harold suggested that the plug cock be backed 
off from a full closed position so the plug could be seated 
more firmly against the top of the body. ‘This simple 
change in method has resulted in a material saving in the 
consumption of nitrogen as well as a saving in gasoline 
and tires due to the reduced transportation of nitrogen 
trailers from Richmond to Martinsville. 


The number of plug cocks pulled for scoring has been 
reduced through a method Harold devised for repairing 
and lubricating plug cocks while still on the machine. 
With a few simple tools and fixtures, many plug cocks are 
now repaired without ever interrupting the production 
of nylon. oi 

Both ideas are now standard practice. Both ideas ~ 
have made a very definite contribution to our war effort. 
In recognition of his work, the Plant War Effort Com- 
mittee has granted Mr. O’Neill an “Award for Production 
Ideas,” together with a seal, in lieu of a second award.
